rom its beginning as “The Seminary West of the 

Suwannee” in 1857, Florida State University has 

grown to stretch across 347 acres of rolling oak 

and pine-covered hills to comprise a campus 

which has educated millions of students over the 
last century. 

Florida State University has boasted a heritage of 
service and scholarship since the beginning when the 
legislature passed an act authorizing two state colleges — 
one east (now University of Florida) and one west of the 
meandering Suwannee River. 

Starting with a 130-member coed enrollment in 1857, 


the Seminary survived the Civil War, reconstruction, 
radical social changes, and a variety of name changes to 
emerge in 1909 as the Florida State College for Women. 

It was helped back into coed status in 1947 by a 
legislature anxious to open up the state’s educational 
resources to thousands of degree-seeking ex-GI’s from 
World War Il. It also was granted a new name “Florida 
State University.” The University’s expanse and complexity 
today contrast vividly with its beginning. Sixteen schools 
and colleges within the University serve more than 29,000 
students who are enrolled in the 276 graduate and 
undergraduate degree programs and live and work among 
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1,300 faculty and 2,600 staff members. About 5,000 
degrees are awarded every year. 

In the past several years, the University has joined an 
elite group of universities in the United States which 
produce more than 200 doctoral graduates annually. 
Emphasis on graduate research and study at the Univer- 
sity continues to grow, and today more than 4,000 
graduate students pursue a variety of degrees. 

Student life at Florida State University also offers 
young people ample opportunity to acquire leadership 
skills and to apply their classroom learning in student 
government, residence hall government, Greek social 


organizations, honors programs, departmental organiza- 
tions and more than 200 other registered student organiza- 
tions active on campus. The FSU Artist Series, the Distin- 
guished Lecture Series and outstanding music, theater and 
dance production provide enjoyable evenings for the 
entire community. 

Being a student at Florida State University means 
stepping into a tradition of more than 130 years of higher 
education. From its Flying High Circus to its 
Supercomputer Computations Research, Florida State 
provides a panorama of excitement, blending the educa- 
tional and social sides of campus life.

athletes learn to juggle practicing 20 hours a week and 
making six road trips during their season, plus a full class 
load, they find comfort in knowing there is a support staff 
to help them accomplish the ultimate goal of receiving a 
quality education. 


STRENGTH TRAINING AND CONDITIONING 
Strength training and conditioning is an important part 
of an athlete’s performance on the court. At Florida State, 
a supervised program is developed for volleyball, empha- 
sizing the objectives of strengthening and conditioning the 
athletes. Strength coach Matt Hamparian individually 
customizes programs for each of the athletes beginning 
with pre-conditioning before the season gets underway. 
The workouts are modeled after the National Strength and 
Conditioning Association’s volleyball training program. 


Hamparian works with the players in sport specific 
training which includes conditioning the major muscles 
groups used in volleyball. The coaches believe so strongly 
in the program that they even participate themselves. FSU 
takes pride in customizing the programs to help student- 
athletes reach their maximum potential. 


PREVENTION CARE AND TREATMENT 

Being an athlete at Florida State University means 
receiving the best care and treatment possible. All of the 
student-athletes undergo pre-season screening so a 
certified trainer can detect any potential injuries an 
athlete may incur. If a problem is detected, the athlete is 
placed on a prevention care program which may include 
any kind of treatment from icing to exercising. The 


program is closely monitored by Head Trainer Robin 
Gibson or one of her nine staff members. 

Rehabilitation is another important component of the 
Seminole training room. Though preventing injuries is 
the main objective, they are sometimes a part of partici- 
pating in athletics. More serious injuries and illnesses are 
referred to the Seminole team physicians at the Tallahas- 
see Orthopedic Center who, for many years, have 
worked in conjunction with the FSU training room in 
successfully rehabilitating numerous athletes after an 
injury. 

Body fat measurements, weight control, and drug 
testing are all responsibilities of the athletic training team 
which is dedicated to providing the best care possible for 
all FSU student-athletes.

olleyball at Florida State and Cecile Reynaud 

have enjoyed great success over the last 

16 years. After a transitional year of 

departing the Metro Conference to the 

highly competitive ACC, Reynaud returns her 
team back to the basics. 

Reynaud enters her 17th season at the helm of the Lady 
Seminole volleyball squad with just as much enthusiasm 
but more experience as she did in 1976. During her 
tenure, the Lady Seminoles have yet to encounter a losing 
season and have averaged 28 wins a year. With a 449- 
188-1 overall record, Reynaud is undoubtedly one of the 
most successful coaches in volleyball today. Since joining 
the NCAA Division I, the Lady Seminoles have captured six 
Metro Conference championships and made six NCAA 
tournament appearances since 1983 - four which have 
been in the last five seasons. 

A two-time Metro Conference Coach of the Year, 
Reynaud was also honored as Coach of the Year by the 
1981 Florida Association of Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women and the 1989 AVCA South Region. In 1983, she 
went to the international level and served as the assistant 
coach at the World University Games in Canada, and in 
1985, was head coach for the United States Junior National 


Team which toured Japan and China. She has also been 
on the AVCA All-America Committee, the Volleyball 
International Board of Advisors, and the Zone Coordinator 
for the 1986 and 1987 Olympic Festival. She has contin- 
ued to serve as the co-commissioner or commissioner for 
the Olympic Festival since 1988. 

Reynaud participated in the 1990 Goodwill Games as 
the technical secretary and is past-president of the Ameri- 
can Volleyball Coaches Association. Currently, she is 
active on the USVBA Board of Directors and Executive 
Committee as well as the Volleyball Monthly Coaches 
Advisory Board. 

As an expert on the game, Reynaud has been a technical 
consultant for two Power Volleyball films and the third 
edition of the book Power Volleyball. She has also co- 
authored numerous articles pertaining to women’s athletics 
and continues to be active on the speakers circuit. Reynaud 
has been an instructor at more than 35 camps across the 
country and hosts her own camp each year which attracts 
nearly 500 young volleyball players from as far away as 
Canada and the Virgin Islands. 

A 1975 graduate of Southwest Missouri State, Reynaud 
enjoyed an outstanding athletic career on the volleyball 
team and was twice named among the Outstanding College 
Athletes in America. In 1983, she was inducted into the 
Southwest Missouri State Women’s Athletic Hall of Fame. 
Reynaud completed her Master’s degree at Florida State 
in 1979.

In 1991, the Lady Seminoles enjoyed their 16th con- 
secutive winning season since Cecile Reynaud took over as 
head coach in 1976. The 16-15 record may not have been 
as sparkling as the “average 25 plus” wins, but Reynaud is 
still pleased with the outcome. 

“There were at least four matches that we lost by only 
two points,” said Reynaud. “If we would have picked up 
those matches, we would have had our 20 
wins. We had a young team that played as well as they 
could have.” 

Youth abounded on the team in 1991. It had been six 
years since freshmen made up such a large portion of the 
squad. The team had graduated the “guaranteed” kills 
from national stand-outs Maggie Philgence and Gabrielle 
Reece and entered the unknown territory of the ACC. 

“We were lacking the killer instinct and the skill to put 
it away. There is a big difference between being a fresh- 
man and a sophomore. I think we'll have a lot more 
confidence (in ‘92).” 

The Lady Seminoles started out strong at the beginning 
of the season finishing second at the UC-Irvine Anteater’s 
Invitational. They opened the tournament with a win over 
Loyola Marymount that took two and half hours and five 
games. It was also the only five game match the Lady

Seminoles would win the rest of the season. After 
defeating Idaho the next day, FSU lost to host UC-Irvine 
by two points in the fifth game. The team returned home 
to host the Florida Four Tournament and placed second 
again behind long-standing rival Florida. 

The debut in the Atlantic Coast Conference was a new 
experience for the Tribe. The last ACC team on the 
schedule was Duke three years ago. 

“We had not seen most of these teams in a while,” said 
Reynaud. “but I was pleased with all our ACC matches 
except for the one at UNC. It is an exciting conference 
with outstanding coaches and I think we saw that we are 
in reach of where we want to be. I was very pleased with 
the way we played at the tournament at the end of the 
season.” 

For the first time in five years, the Lady Seminoles 
ended their season at the conference tournament. After 
losing to North Carolina in three straight games in 
October, FSU opened their first ACC Tournament by 
defeating the Tar Heels in a quick 15-7, 15-6, 15-7 match. 
But the host-team Virginia had its sights set on making the 
final round for the first time ever and concluded the 
season for the Lady Seminoles after four games.
